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I.  PREFACE  1H6C40 

During  the  summer  of  1924  the  writer  at  the  request  of  Mrs. 
Aida  Irene  Parker  (91),  the  mother  of  Malcolm  Metzger 
Parker  (115),  visited  a  number  of  places  in  Berks,  Lehigh, 
and  Northampton  counties,  Pa.,  and  also  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  in 
search  of  evidence,  documentary  and  otherwise,  to  establish  the 
descent  of  Malcolm  Metzger  Parker  from  Johannes  Delang  (4) 
who  was  born  in  1730  in  the  Hudson  Valley,  New  York,  and 
later,  it  seems,  moved  with  his  parents  Pyeter  Delangh  (1)  and 
Eva  Elisabeth  Delangh,  a  born  Weber,  from  the  Hudson  Val¬ 
ley,  New  York,  to  what  is  now  Bowers,  Berks  Co.,  Pa.  On 
June  27,  1738,  his  father,  and  presumably  also  his  mother,  was 
living  at  the  latter  place. 

In  making  researches  of  this  kind  much  material  is  almost 
always  likely  to  be  assembled  which  later  on,  after  the  lineage 
has  been  clearly  established,  does  not  seem  to  have  had  any 
bearing  on  the  main  problem,  however  valuable  and  helpful 
such  material  may  have  been  to  the  one  who  was  carefully 
threading  his  way  from  stage  to  stage,  from  darkness  to  light. 
So  it  was  again  in  this  case.  Much  material  was  assembled 
which  now,  after  the  lineage  has  been  established,  does  perhaps 
not  seem  to  others  to  have  had  a  bearing  on  the  solution  of  the 
main  problem. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  publication  not  only  to  prove  the 
descent  of  Malcoln^  Metzger  Parker  from  the  Johannes  Delang 
named  above,  but  also  to  present  his  lineage  alongside  of  col¬ 
lateral  lines  of  descendants  of  Pyeter  Delangh,  the  father  of 
Johannes  Delang,  and  further  to  present  some  of  the  more 
relevant  material  that  was  found  or  noted  while  the  research 
was  in  process,  even  though  some  of  this  material  did  not  very 
materially  contribute  to  the  ultimate  solution  of  the  problem 
in  hand.  This  material,  it  is  believed,  is  of  interest  to  kins¬ 
men,  relatives  and  friends  of  the  families  immediately  cou¬ 
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cerned,  and  also  to  those  who  are  not  related  to  these  families 
but  who  are  interested  in  local  history  and  more  particularly 
in  family  history,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe.  The 
material  presented  here  also  furnishes  a  secure  and  sure  basis 
for  further  and  more  extended  researches.

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III.  INTRODUCTION 


The  Family  Name  DeLong 

The  family  name  DeLong  is  a  Germanic  name.  Two  ele¬ 
ments  enter  into  its  make-up.  They  are  these:  (a)  the  Ger¬ 
manic  definite  article  ‘de,’  of  which  the  English  equivalent  is 
‘the’;  and  (b)  the  adjective  dang,’  the  English  equivalent  of 
which  is  ‘long.’  Hence  the  name  means  ‘the  long  fellow’  or 
‘the  long  one.’ 

It  is  clear  therefore  that  the  family  name  DeLong  has  in  the 
course  of  time  undergone  some  modification.  It  has  in  part 
been  translated  into  English.  In  the  writer’s  direct  ancestral 
line  its  earliest  known  form  is:  Delangh.  In  the  writer’s  own 
line  the  partial  translation  of  the  name  is  known  to  have  been 
made  first  in  1873  by  his  father  Adam  B.  DeLong  (75).  The 
writer’s  paternal  grandfather  Aaron  (45)  invariably  wrote  the 
family  name  as  follows,  Delang,  at  any  rate  in  his  ledger  cover¬ 
ing  the  period  of  his  life  from  1854  to  1872,  the  latter  year 
being  the  year  of  his  death,  he  wrote  the  family  name  in  the 
Germanic  form;  moreover  he  kept  his  ledger  in  the  German 
language.  After  the  death  of  the  writer’s  grandfather  the 
writer’s  father,  it  seems,  took  charge  of  the  books  and  when  in 
1873  he  made  his  first  entry  he  wrote  the  family  name  as  fol¬ 
lows,  DeLong,  and  not  as  his  father  wrote  it :  Delang.  The 
ledger  of  the  writer’s  grandfather  Aaron  is  now  in  the  writer’s 
possession,  it  having  been  given  to  him  by  his  father  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1922. 

The  father  of  the  writer’s  grandfather  Aaron,  whose  name 
was  Michael  (30),  likewise  wrote  the  family  name  in  its  Ger¬ 
manic  form,  that  is  he  wrote  it  ‘Delang’  and  not  DeLong.  The 
father  of  this  Michael,  whose  given  name  too  was  Michael  (7), 
seems  always  to  have  made  his  “mark”  between  the  family 
name  and  his  given  name  after  the  name  had  been  written  for 
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him  by  another.  This  “mark”  was  the  letter  M  or  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  M  and  D,  as  follows,  VD.  The  father  of  this  second 
Michael,  whose  given  name  was  Pyeter  (1),  always  wrote  the 
family  name  with  the  letter  ‘h’  at  the  end.  The  following  re¬ 
production  of  his  autograph  signatures,  written  at  different 
dates,  proves  this  point:

The  dates  immediately  following  the  signatures  are  the  dates 
of  the  documents  in  which  the  signatures  appear.  These  dates 
were  added  to  the  photographs  of  the  signatures  by  the  maker 
of  the  cuts.  The  signatures  a,  b,  c,  are  the  same  as  those 
shown  in  illustration  12.  (Cf.  the  writer’s  article  in  The 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record,  January, 
1922,  also  his  article  in  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger, 
August  16,  1923,  and  his  article  in  The  Reformed  Church 
Review,  July,  1924). 

The  European  Origin  of  the  DeLong  Family 


The  parents  of  the  earliest  known  ancestor  of  our  family  in 
this  country,  Pyeter  Delangh  (1),  are  not  known.  Nor  is  it 
known  when  and  where  Pyeter  Delangh  was  born,  though  it  is 
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known  that  he  lived  in  the  Hudson  Valley,  New  York,  as  early 
as  1724,  and  that  he  died  in  1760  in  Maxatawny  Township, 
Berks  County,  Pa.  It  is  possible  that  he  was  American  born 
and  also  that  he  was  born  in  Europe.  Due  to  lack  of  knowl¬ 
edge  concerning  the  parentage,  etc.,  of  the  earliest  ancestor  of 
this  particular  DeLong  family  in  this  country,  it  is  of  course 
not  possible  to  say  anything  definite  with  reference  to  the 
European  origin  of  the  family. 

There  are,  however,  certain  lines  of  evidence  which  point  to 
Holland  or  Germany  as  possible  places  from  whence  the  family 
may  have  come  to  this  country. 

In  the  first  place,  as  was  previously  noted,  the  family  name 
DeLong  is  Germanic. 

In  the  second  place,  it  is  known  that  there  were  many  indi¬ 
viduals  in  the  Hudson  Valley,  New  York,  as  early  as  the  second 
half  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  after,  bearing  the  family 
name  DeLong  in  some  form  or  other.  At  least  three  of  these 
DeLongs,  the  only  ones  whose  European  origin  is  known  at 
present,  came  from  one  or  the  other  of  these  two  countries,  or 
to  state  the  facts  more  definitely,  two  of  them  came  from  Hol¬ 
land,  the  one  from  Beemster,  the  other  from  Etten,  while  the 
third  came  from  Germany.  These  three  are  the  following : 

1.  Jacob  DeLange,  1657,  “merchant  at  Bemster  in  Holland” 
but  also  a  property  owner  in  New  Amsterdam  (Dutch  Records 
in  the  City  Clerk’s  Office,  New  York,  in  the  Yearbook  of  the 
Holland  Society  of  New  York,  1900,  pages  162f.). 

2.  Jacob  Jansen  DeLange,  1662,  Wildwyck  [Kingston],  from 
Etten,  Brabant,  Holland.  (See  my  article:  “Jacob  Jansen 
van  Etten ,  1663, — Otherwise  Known  as  Jacob  Jansen  DeLange” 
in  The  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record, 
January,  1922,  pages  70ff. ;  also  Reformed  Church  Messenger, 
February  2,  1922,  page  17,  column  2). 

3.  Abraham  de  Lange,  1726,  Rochester,  New  York,  “born  in 
Hoog-duytsland,”  that  is,  in  Germany  (“Baptismal  and  Mar¬ 
riage  Registers  of  the  Old  Dutch  Church  of  Kingston, 
N.  Y.,”  ed.  Hoes,  No.  582,  page  549,  footnote  1). 

In  the  third  place,  the  family  name  DeLong  in  one  form  or 
another  is  known  to  occur  quite  early  in  the  following  Euro¬ 
pean  countries :  in  Switzerland  as  early  as  1145,  in  Germany  as 
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early  as  1261  (See  my  article:  “Early  Occurrences  of  the  Fam¬ 
ily  Name  DeLong  in  Europe  and  in  America ”  in  The  Re¬ 
formed  Church  Review,  July,  1924;  for  additional  early  oc¬ 
currences  in  Germany,  not  mentioned  in  this  article,  see  DD, 
below,  under  “Sources  and  Comments”). 

However  these  lines  of  evidence  are  not  decisive ;  they  simply 
point  out  the  way  and  show  what  the  possibilities  are.  The 
question  of  the  European  origin  of  the  particular  DeLong 
family  that  is  under  consideration  here  can  only  be  solved 
definitely  by  determining  the  parentage  and  ancestry  of  Pyeter 
Delangh  (1),  but  here  we  stand  at  an  impasse,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  may  only  be  temporary  and  not  permanent. 

The  Family  Xame  DeLong  in  Place-Xames 

The  family  name  DeLong  is  attached  to  four  different  places, 
that  is,  this  family  name  is  “on  the  map.”  The  places  are  these : 

1.  The  name  is  attached  to  a  group  of  three  small  islands  in 

the  Arctic  Ocean,  known  as  DeLong  Islands.  The  islands  of 

this  group  are  Bennett  Island,  Henrietta  Island  and  Jeannette 

Island.  These  islands  were  discovered  by  Lieutenant  DeLong 

(63),  the  Commander  of  the  polar  expedition  of  1879-1881, 

and  were  thus  added  bv  this  member  of  the  family  to  the  terri- 

»/  */ 

tory  of  the  LJiited  States  of  America. 

The  circumstances  under  which  these  islands  were  discovered 
may  be  learnt  from  The  Voyage  of  the  Jeannette.  Henrietta 
Island  was  taken  possession  of  “in  the  name  of  the  Great 
Jehovah  and  the  United  States  of  America”  (Vol.  II.,  page 
564)  ;  Bennett  Island  was  taken  possession  of  “in  the  name  of 
the  President  of  the  Lmited  States”  (Yol.  II.,  page  679). 

Lieutenant-Commander  DeLong,  the  discoverer,  thus  de¬ 
scribes  the  circumstances  under  which  this  island,  Bennett 
Island,  was  taken  possession  of  by  him:  “At  8.30  P.  M.  [Fri- 
day,  July  29th,  1881]  all  hands  were  called  to  muster  and,  led 
by  me,  everybody  waded,  or  jumped,  or  ferried  over  to  the  land, 
where  we  held  on  as  well  as  we  could  to  the  steep  slopes  of 
debris,  while  our  colours  were  displayed.  When  all  had  gath¬ 
ered  around  me,  I  said :  ‘I  have  to  announce  to  you  that  this 
island,  towards  which  we  have  been  struggling  for  more  than 
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two  weeks,  is  newly  discovered  land.  I  therefore  take  posses¬ 
sion  of  it  in  the  name  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  name  it  Bennett  Island.  I  now  call  upon  you  to  give 
three  cheers/  And  never  were  three  more  lusty  cheers  given. 
With  great  kindness  three  were  then  given  for  me.  ...  I  added 
Bennett  Island  to  American  soil.  Our  landing  cape  I  name 
Cape  Emma”  (Yol.  II.,  page  679).  It  may  be  added  here  that 
this  cape  was  named  for  the  discoverer’s  wife,  whose  given 
name  is  Emma. 

This  bit  of  American  soil  in  the  Arctic  Ocean  mav  readily  be 

€/ 

located  on  the  map  by  turning  to  the  map  of  Japan  and  Siberia. 
If  from  Japan  a  line  is  traced  in  a  general  northward  direction 
across  Siberia  into  the  Arctic  Ocean,  it  will  pass  by  or  through 
this  group  of  islands  which  are  a  part  of  American  soil  and 
are  known  as  DeLong  Islands. 

“The  fate  of  DeLong  and  the  Jeannette  has  gone  down  in 
American  history,  side  by  side  with  the  Greely  expedition 
(which  took  to  the  Arctic  a  few  years  later),  as  one  of  the 
most  unfortunate  tragedies  of  the  North.  And  DeLong  and 
his  assistant  George  W.  Melville  with  General  Greely  will 
always  be  numbered  among  our  Arctic  heroes.”  (The  Boys’ 
Book  of  Arctic  Exploration,  by  Irving  Crump,  Dodd  Mead  & 
Company,  New  York,  1925,  page  131). 

2.  The  family  name  DeLong  is  also  attached  to  a  fiord  which 
is  on  the  side  of  the  globe  at  the  top  of  the  world  opposite  to 
that  on  which  the  DeLong  Islands  are  situated.  This  fiord, 
known  as  DeLong  Fiord,  is  at  the  northern  end  of  Greenland 
on  Peary  Island ;  it  is  nearer  the  top  of  the  world,  or  the  North 
Pole,  than  the  DeLong  Islands  on  the  other  side  of  the  globe. 

3.  In  the  state  of  Indiana  is  a  small  town  of  three  hundred 
inhabitants,  according  to  the  Census  of  1920,  known  as  DeLong. 

4.  In  the  state  of  Illinois  there  is  also  a  town,  known  as 
DeLong,  with  three  hundred  inhabitants. 

Explanation  of  the  Arrangement  of  the  List  of  Descend¬ 
ants  in  the  Form  of  Continuous  Narration 

The  lineage  of  Malcolm  Metzger  Parker  is  placed  alongside 
of  collateral  lines  of  descendants  of  Pyeter  Delangh,  father  of 
Johannes  Delang,  all  in  the  form  of  continuous  narration,  and 
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his  lineage  is.  made  to  stand  forth  clearly  among  these  col¬ 
lateral  lines  by  being  printed  in  bold-faced  type. 

In  arranging  the  descendants  in  the  form  of  continuous  nar¬ 
ration  the  generations  are  made  to  follow  one  another  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  regular  plan  of  arrangement,  the  plan  used  by  the 
writer  in  his  Descendants  of  Otto  Henrich  Wilhelm  Brinkman, 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  1925.  The  plan,  briefly  described,  is  as  follows : 
Roman  numerals  on  the  left  margin  indicate  the  number  of 
the  generation.  The  arrangement  of  the  children  of  each 
couple  is  according  to  age  or  birth.  The  place  of  each  child  is 
indicated  by  Arabic  numerals,  or  by  letters  of  the  alphabet. 
These  numerals  or  letters  are  used  by  themselves,  or  they  are 
placed  in  front  of  a  single  upright  curve,  or  they  are  enclosed 
in  a  pair  of  upright  curves  or  parentheses,  depending  upon  the 
number  of  the  generation  in  connection  with  which  they  are 
used.  Accordingly  the  second  generation  is  always  marked, 
as  follows:  II.,  1.,  2.,  3.,  etc.;  the  third:  III.,  1),  2),  3),  etc.; 
the  fourth:  IV.,  (1),  (2),  (3),  etc.;  the  fifth:  V.,  a,  b,  c,  etc.; 
the  sixth:  VI.,  a),  b),  c),  etc.;  the  seventh:  VII.,  (a),  (b), 
(c),  etc.;  the  eighth:  VIII.,  aa,  bb,  cc,  etc.  Immediately  after 
each  name  appears  an  Arabic  numeral,  always  in  parentheses, 
to  mark  or  indicate  the  number  which  the  individual  holds  in 
the  entire  list. 

On  the  printed  page  each  successive  generation  is  moved 
over  to  the  right  one  space  further  than  the  preceding,  but 
the  same  generation,  whenever  it  appears  later,  is  always 
in  perpendicular  line  with  the  last  member  of  it  preceding,  so 
that  there  is  always  the  same  width  of  margin  on  the  left  in 
the  case  of  the  same  given  generation. 

The  letters  of  the  alphabet  and  the  numerals  within  paren¬ 
theses  refer  to  the  sections  thus  marked  under  “Sources  and 
Comments.”

Eboraci  in  America)  Quod  Ipsi  sint  et  erunt  et  eorum  quid 
sit  erit  Indigenae  et  Ligei  etc.,  etc. 

According  to  the  Documentary  History  of  New  York ,  volume 
III.,  page  543,  note,  the  date  of  this  letter  of  denization  is 
August  25,  1708,  and  it  is  also  said  to  be  found  (i.e.,  not  the 
original,  but  simply  a  record,  as  was  learned  upon  investiga¬ 
tion)  in  Deed  Book  X.  241  Sec’s  off.  On  the  basis  of  the  text 
published  in  the  fac  simile  reproduction  it  is  not  possible  to 
determine  the  exact  date,  because  the  reproduction  presents 
only  a  part  of  the  original  document,  the  beginning  of  the  docu¬ 
ment  and  not  the  end  of  it.  The  date  of  the  document  would 
naturally  be  at  the  close.  In  the  note  to  which  reference  has 
been  made,  the  names  in  the  list  are  printed  in  English  form, 
but  not  without  errors  in  transcription  and  in  translation. 
These  errors  can  readily  be  detected  by  comparing  the  list  with 
the  text  as  presented  above. 

In  this  Latin  letter  of  denization  there  are  54  individuals 
named.  Diffexderffer  ( l.c .  page  262)  speaks  of  this  colony 
as  “representing  21  families,  composed  of  54  persons,’’  and  then 
in  a  foot  note  says  that  the  number  is  variously  stated,  that 
Kapp,  Geschichte  dcr  Deutschen  im  Staatc  New  York,  page  12 
[should  be:  79],  says  61.  As  a  matter  of  fact  Kapp  says  on 
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page  79  that  originally  in  January  1708  there  were  61  persons 
in  Frankfurt  a.M.  who  through  Joshua  von  Kocherthal  asked 
for  passports  and  money  to  go  to  England,  and  that,  soon  after 
March,  1708,  when  the  colony  was  in  London,  Kocherthal  asked 
that  he  and  his  52  companions  who  were  left  might  be  trans¬ 
ported  to  one  of  the  American  colonies  to  settle  there. 

There  is  an  earlier  list  of  the  members  of  this  colony,  made 
about  two  months  earlier  than  the  date  of  the  Latin  letter  of 
denization.  The  exact  date  of  this  earlier  list  is  June  28,  1708. 
For  the  correct  interpretation  of  the  Latin  letter  this  earlier 
list  is  important ;  for  this  reason  it  is  reproduced  here,  though 
in  altered  form.  It  appears  in  Brodhead,  Documents  Relative 
to  the  Colonial  History  of  the  State  of  N ew-York ;  procured  in 
Holland ,  England  and  France ,  vol.  5,  pages  52f.  The  list  as 
published  here  is  headed  by  this  statement:  “The  Names, 
Trades  &c.,  of  the  German  Protestants  to  be  settled  at  New 
York.”  [New-York  Papers,  y.z.  21.]  June  28th,  1708.  Atten¬ 
tion  is  called  to  the  fact  that  whereas  here  the  members  of  the 
colony  are  spoken  of  as  German  Protestants,  in  the  Latin  letter 
they  are  spoken  of  as  “Germani  Lutherani,”  German  Lutherans.

All  in  the  list  above  are  apparently  from  the  Palatinate, 
Germany,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  one  in  the  list,  who  is 
from  Holstein.  The  list  contains  53  names.  In  the  list  are  12 
married  couples  (Diffexderffer,  as  quoted  above,  says  the 
colony  represents  21  families).  All  of  the  12  married  couples, 
except  one,  have  children,  any  number  from  one  to  three ;  Peter 
Rose  and  his  wife  have  no  children.  In  the  list  there  is  one 
widow  and  her  child;  two  unmarried  men,  Tiirck  and  Sekiine- 
man ;  and  two  unmarried  sisters  of  the  wife  of  Henry  Rennau, 
aged  respectively  15  and  10  years. 

The  earlier  list  as  compared  with  the  later  or  Latin  list  does 
not  contain  the  name  of  Hubert  Hubertson  and  that  of  his  son 
Jacob.  In  the  case  of  the  Fischer  family  a  child  by  the  name 
of  Andreas  is  mentioned,  half  a  month  old  at  the  time;  this 
child  is  not  mentioned  in  the  later  or  Latin  list,  perhaps  the 
child  had  died  in  the  meantime  or  perhaps  the  non-mention  of 
the  child  is  due  to  an  oversight  or  error.  There  is  at  least  one 
clear  error  in  the  later  or  Latin  list:  in  the  case  of  the  Volck 
family  the  ‘et’  between  Georgio  and  Hieronimo  is  an  error. 
Xote  the  ‘filio”  instead  of  ‘filiis’;  the  latter  would  be  required 
were  there  two  sons  in  question  instead  of  only  one.  Further¬ 
more,  the  earlier  list  proves  that  there  is  only  one  son  in  ques¬ 
tion  whose  name  is  Georg  Hieronymus.  The  earlier  list  also 
makes  it  clear  that  in  the  case  of  the  Plettel  family  we  have 
to  do  with  three  daughters  instead  of  only  with  two  as  the  later 
or  Latin  list  is  most  naturally  interpreted.  This  list  also 
makes  clear  the  relationship  between  the  two  Liboschain  girls 
and  the  Rennau  family :  the  two  girls  are  sisters  of  the  wife  of 
Henry  Rennau.  The  maiden  name  'of  Mrs.  Rennau  accordingly 
seems  to  have  been  Liboschain.  Then  too  in  the  earlier  list  the 
age  of  each  individual  is  given,  as  well  as  other  important 
facts.  The  total  number  of  individuals  named  in  the  later  or 
Latin  list  is  54,  as  was  stated  previously,  but  the  Latin  list 
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must  be  read  and  interpreted  in  the  light  of  the  earlier  list, 
otherwise  it  leads  one  into  error  and  confusion  at  the  points 
named. 

It  may  be  mentioned  here  that  the  wife  of  Daniel  Fiere, 
mentioned  in  these  lists,  was  a  Leininger.  Cf.  Kupp,  History 
of  Lancaster  County,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  1814,  page  94.  The  chil¬ 
dren  of  Daniel  Fiere  and  of  his  wife  Anna  Maria  Leininger, 
namely  Andreas  and  Johannes,  were  baptized,  the  first  in  the 
church  of  Steinweiler,  September  28,  1701,  the  second  in  the 
church  at  Rhorbac  [presumably:  Rolirbach,  Pfalz],  February 
8,  1703.  The  sponsors  of  the  first  were:  Andrew  Leininger 
and  his  wife  Margaret  Leininger ;  the  sponsors  of  the  second : 
Abraham  Ptillion  and  Judith  Miller,  both  of  Steinweiler.  Cf. 
Ibid.,  page  94. 

The  name  Fiere  is  also  written  Firre  (so  in  a  French  docu¬ 
ment)  and  Fuehre  (so  in  a  German  document). 

B.  The  Will  of  Pyeter  Delangh 

The  will  of  Pyeter  Delangh,  written  in  the  German  language 
and  made  December  1,  1756,  was  probated  May  17,  1760.  In 
part,  it  reads  as  follows :  .  .  Ich  peter  DeLang  wohnhaft 

in  Maxedany  in  Berks  County,  .  .  .  Erstlich  sollen  meine  drey 
Sohn  als  der  John  und  henrich  und  Jacob  mein  reclit  liabe  auf 
dass  Land  welches  ich  von  dem  secretarius  gekauft  habe,  und 
sollen  dasselbe  auch  in  meinem  nahmen  bezalilen,  und  sollen  es 
ordentlich  unter  sich  theilen,  und  der  John  soil  dem  Jacob  ein 
acker  von  seinem  wiessen  schwam  geben. 

Zum  andern  ist  diss  mein  wille  dass  meine  zwey  Sohn  als  der 
michel  und  Abraham  sollen  all  mein  recht  auf  meinem  wohn 
blatz  haben  .  .  .  und  meine  liaus  frau  Eva  Elisabeta  soil  als 
Vormiinder  alles  in  ihren  lianden  behalten,  die  weil  noch  Vier 
Kinder  als  der  michel  und  barbara  und  Aberham  und  friedrich 
unmundig  sind,  aber  mein  sohn  Jacob  soil  Vor  dem  presment 
zum  Voraus  haben  .  .  .,  aber  nach  dem  tod  meiner  gedachten 
haus  frau  sollen  meine  Tier  Kinder  als  der  michel  und  barbara 
und  aberham  und  friedrich  ein  jegliches  Vier  pund  an  gelt  zum 
Vor  aus  haben  und  das  iibrige  soil  unter  all  meine  Kinder  in 
gleiche  theil  gedhilt  werden  wann  aber  meine  gedaehte  haus  frau 
sich  wieder  ver  lieu  raden  solte  so  soil  sie  nichts  mehr  als  ihrem 
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dritten  Theil  zu  suchen  haben  .  .  .  geschehen  den  1  ten  De¬ 
cember  1756.  .  . 

The  will  is  not  a  holograph,  that  is,  it  was  not  written  by  the 
testator  himself.  It  is  of  course  needless  to  add  that  it  is  writ¬ 
ten  in  a  barbarous  German. 

Plate  I.,  facing  page  276,  [the  same  as  illustration  12  in  this 
work]  in  my  article  in  The  Reformed  Church  Review,  July, 
1924,  shows  the  signature  of  the  testator  and  also  those  of  the 
witnesses,  Christian  Heinrich  and  Justaus  Urban.  The  same 
plate  shows  also  the  date  of  probation  of  the  will.  The  will  is 
on  file  in  the  Court  House,  Reading,  Pa. 

C.  Pyeter  Delangh  and  his  Wife  Eva  Elizabeth  Deed  Two 
Acres  of  Land  to  the  Reformed  Congregation  at 

Bowers,  Pennsylvania 

The  date  of  this  deed  is  October  8,  1759.  The  land  is  given 
to  the  congregation  as  a  perpetual  gift.  The  document  is 
written  in  the  German  language.  It  is  published  at  the  head 
of  my  article  entitled,  A  Legal  Document  of  Historical  and' 
Ecclesiastical  Interest,  in  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger, 
August  16,  1923. 

D.  Pyeter  Delangh  as  a  Witness  Signed  the  Will  of 

George  Bam  Gardner 

This  will  was  made  December  5,  1753.  See  Plate  I.,  [the 
same  as  illustration  12  in  this  work]  in  my  article  in  The 
Reformed  Church  Review,  July,  1924.  The  will  was  pro¬ 
bated  March  21,  1769.  At  that  time  Jacob  Seibertli,  the  only 
survivor  of  the  three  witnesses  (Roger  Cotton,  Pyeter  Delangh, 
and  Jacob  Seiberth)  declared  under  oath  that  when  the  will 
was  made  “he  was  present,  together  with  peter  Delangh, 
who  died  about  seven  years  ago  in  Maxatawney,  and  Roger 
Cotton  who  he  long  since  understood  was  dead,  etc.”  This  affi¬ 
davit  by  itself  would  place  the  death  of  Pyeter  Delangh  in 
about  the  year  17 62.  However  since  the  will  of  Pyeter  Delangh 
was  probated  as  early  as  May  17,  1760,  and  since  it  does  not 
seem  likely  that  his  will  was  probated  prior  to  his  death,  it 
must  be  held  that  his  death  occurred  some  time  between  Octo¬ 
ber  8,  1759,  the  date  on  which  he  and  his  wife  deeded  two  acres 
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Reformed  Church  Review",  July,  1924.  The  will  wTas  pro¬ 
bated  March  21,  1769.  At  that  time  Jacob  Seiberth,  the  only 
survivor  of  the  three  witnesses  (Roger  Cotton,  Pyeter  Delangh, 
and  Jacob  Seiberth)  declared  under  oath  that  wffien  the  will 
was  made  “he  wras  present,  together  with  peter  Delangh, 
who  died  about  seven  years  ago  in  Maxatawney,  and  Roger 
Cotton  who  he  long  since  understood  was  dead,  etc.”  This  affi¬ 
davit  by  itself  would  place  the  death  of  Pyeter  Delangh  in 
about  the  year  1762.

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of  land  to  the  Reformed  congregation  at  Bowers,  Pa.,  and  May 
17,  1760,  the  date  on  which  his  will  was  probated.  In  all  like¬ 
lihood  the  date  of  his  death  was  nearer  to  the  latter  date  than 
to  the  former,  so  that  his  death  probably  occurred  in  1760 
rather  than  in  1759. 

This  will  of  George  Bamgardner  is  on  file  in  the  Court  House, 
Reading,  Pa. 

E.  Eva  Elizabeth  Weber,  Wife  of  Pyeter  Delangh 

The  wife  of  Pyeter  Delangh,  Eva  Elisabeth  Weber,  had  a 
brother  Johann  Hermann  Weber.  He  was  born  on  board  the 
ship  “globus,”  commonly  called  “The  Globe.”  He  was  baptized 
September  14,  1708,  by  Rev.  Joshua  Kochertal,  the  minister  on 
board  the  ship.  See  The  Kochertal  Records ,  in  “Olde  Ulster,” 
Vol.  3,  1907,  page  53f.,  at  the  head  of  these  records. 

Another  brother  was  Michel,  born  December  29,  1720,  bap¬ 
tized  September  15,  1721.  In  the  baptismal  record  he  is  spoken 
of  as  the  son  of  Jacob  Webber  and  Anna  Elizabeth,  so  that 
there  is  no  doubt  that  he  was  a  brother  of  Eva  Elisabeth 
Weber.  The  sponsors  at  the  baptism  were :  Michel  Wigand, 
Anna  Catliarina  his  wife.  See  Ms.  Collection  in  the  Library 
of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society, 
“N.Y.,”  Vol.  I.,  page  48. 

The  following  table  presents  a  summary  of  what  is  known 
concerning  the  children  of  Jacob  Weber  and  his  wife  Anna 
Elizabeth :

In  1767  Eva  Elisabeth,  widow  of  Pyeter  Delangh,  made  a 
contribution  to  a  fund  to  purchase  a  pulpit  Bible  for  the  Re- 
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formed  church  at  Bowers,  Pa.,  hence  her  death  must  have  oc¬ 
curred  after  this  date.  See  Plate  III.,  and  page  279,  in  my 
article  in  The  Reformed  Church  Review,  July,  1924. 

On  the  11th  of  April,  1770,  the  consistory  of  the  Reformed 
Church  at  Bowers,  Pa.,  met  in  the  home  of  “Ehliesabetha 
Delangen” ;  this  may  perhaps  be  regarded  as  evidence  that  she 
was  still  living  on  that  date. 

F.  The  Date  of  Birth  of  Johannes  Delang

The  date  of  birth  given  here  is  hardly  correct.  The  probable 
date  is  April  14,  1730,  the  date  given  in  the  record  of  his  birth 
and  baptism  (see  Ms.  Collection  in  the  Library  of  the  New  York 
Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society,  marked  “N.Y.,”  Yol.  I., 
page  85;  also  my  article,  uEarly  Occurrences  of  the  Family 
Name  DeLong  in  Europe  and  in  America,”  in  The  Reformed 
Church  Review,  July,  1924,  page  274).  Were  the  date  of  his 
birth  as  early  as  1723,  he  would  have  been  born,  as  the  follow¬ 
ing  record  shows,  when  his  mother  was  only  sixteen  years  old 
and  perhaps  before  she  was  married. 

In  a  list  compiled  for  Queen  Anne,  June  28,  1708,  Eva  Elisa¬ 
beth  (the  future  mother  of  Johannes  (John)  Delang)  is  said  to 
have  been  one  year  old  at  that  time,  consequently  the  year  of  her 
birth  must  have  been  1707,  and  in  1723,  the  alleged  year  of  the 
birth  of  Johannes,  she  would  have  been  only  sixteen  years  of 
age.  According  to  this  same  list  her  father  Jacob  Weber  was 
at  the  time  the  list  was  drawn  up  30  years  of  age,  her  mother 
Anna  Elizabeth  25,  her  sister  Eva  Maria  5.  See  the  complete 
list  above,  pages  24ff. 
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G.  The  Date  of  the  Marriage  of  Pyeter  Delangh  and  of 

Elizabeth  Weber 

The  exact  date  of  the  marriage  of  Pyeter  Delangh  (so  he 
invariably  wrote  his  name)  is  not  known,  though  in  a  legal 
document,  a  deed,  dated  August  5,  1724,  County  of  Ulster,  New 
York,  and  also  in  a  similar  document  dated  August  6,  1724, 
County  of  Ulster,  New  York,  he  is  spoken  of  as  “the  husband  of 
Eva  Elisabeth,”  a  daughter  of  Jacob  Weber  and  his  wife  Anna 
Elisabeth.  Hence  it  is  clear  that  he  Avas  married  at  least  as 
early  as  August  5,  1724,  but  how  long  he  Avas  married  prior  to 
this  date  is  not  known.  Cf.  my  article  in  The  Reformed 
Church  Revieaat,  July,  1924.

The  graAe  is  on  the  old  cemetery,  in  back  of  the  church  build¬ 
ing,  close  to  an  old  cherry  tree  and  in  part  under  an  apple  tree.

The  maiden  name  of  the  wife  of  Moses  Delong  was  Werli, 
according  to  the  birth  and  baptismal  certificate  of  George 
DeLang,  a  son  of  “Moses  DeLang  und  seiner  ehelichen  Hausfrau 
Elisabeth,  geborne  Werli.”  This  certificate  was  given  to  me 
by  Mrs.  Abraham  J.  Benner,  widow,  a  born  DeLong  (sister  of 
Richard  J.  DeLong  and  a  daughter  of  George  DeLang  and  his 
wife  Esther  (Hettie)  DeLang.  Mrs.  Benner’s  given  name  is 
Amanda),  residing  in  Fountain  Hill  Borough  (P.  O.  South 
Bethlehem,  Pa.,  R.  D.),  June  2,  1924. 

Instead  of  Werli  the  name  is  sometimes  said  to  have  been 
Welisin  or  Walisin,  but  from  what  documents  these  names  are 
derived  is  not  known  to  me.  The  ending  -in  is  of  course  the 
German  feminine  ending  that  in  those  days  was  wont  to  be 
added  to  the  family  name  of  a  woman. 

The  birth  and  baptismal  certificate,  referred  to  above,  reads 
as  follows :

Note  that  the  family  name  both  in  the  case  of  the  son  and  of 
the  father  is  written  Lang  and  not  Delang.

L.  Johannes  Delang  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the 
New  Government  at  the  Time  of  the  American 

Revolution 

This  oath  is  spoken  of  as  the  oath  of  Allegiance  and  Fidelity. 
The  date  of  the  oath  is  May  25,  1778.  It  was  taken  before 
Samuel  Ely.  The  record  of  it  is  found  in  the  official  record 
book,  page  54,  column  3.  This  book  is  now  in  the  Library  of 
the  Berks  County  Historical  Society,  Reading,  Pa.

Just  when  this  list  was  drawn  up  and  on  what  authori¬ 
ties  or  documents  it  rests  is  not  known.  The  list  is  now  in 
possession  of  Miss  Anna  Smith,  Allentown,  Pa.  The  copy  of 
it  in  my  possession  I  made  June  2,  1924. 

The  wife  of  Reuben  Smith  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  Re¬ 
becca  (so  by  Joseph  DeLong  in  his  list  referred  to  above;  so 
also  in  a  record  of  baptism,  see  below,  3)  ;  in  life  she  was  gen¬ 
erally  known  as  “Peggy,”  according  to  Miss  Smith.  The  name 
Margaret  and  the  name  Rebecca,  while  different  names,  have 
however  frequently  been  used  the  one  for  the  other,  here  in 
Eastern  Pennsylvania.  Once  her  name  appears  as  Magdalena 
(so  in  the  Herman  records),  but  this  must  be  a  mistake.

Michael  Delong,  Maxatawny,  is  mentioned  in  the  “Muster 
roll  of  a  company  of  infantry  in  the  actual  service  of  the 
LTnited  States  commanded  by  Capt.  Gabriel  Old  in  the  second 
regiment  of  the  second  Brigade  Pennsylvania  militia  under 
the  command  of  lieutenant  colonel  John  Lotz  from  the  1st  of 
September,  1814,  to  the  4th  of  December,  1814.  Place  of  Ren¬ 
dezvous,  York.”  The  place  of  residence  is  given  simply  accord¬ 
ing  to  township.  The  distance  from  the  place  of  rendezvous  to 
his  home,  Maxatawny,  is  given  as  71  miles.  (Pa.  Archives, 
Yol.  8,  6th  series,  pages  1309ff.  His  name  is  elsewhere  in  these 
Archives  mentioned  repeatedly  in  lists  of  names  of  soldiers.) 

It  may  be  added  here  that,  according  to  my  aunt  Rebecca 
Geist  (74),  Michael’s  wife  Rebecca  Lobach  was  a  sister  of 
Polly  Lobach  who  was  married  to  a  Landis.  Perhaps  this 
Polly  is  the  Maria  who  appears  as  sponsor  in  the  record  of 
baptism  of  Esther,  a  child  of  Rebecca :

In  this  interview  it  is  stated  that  I  am  a  descendant  of  the 
Huguenots.  This  statement  must  not  be  taken  as  a  statement 
of  fact.  Up  to  the  present  there  is  no  evidence,  documentary 
or  otherwise,  proving  the  claim  frequently  made,  that  the 
DeLongs  are  of  Huguenot  descent. 

Reference  is  also  made  in  this  interview  to  the  year  which  I 
spent  in  Palestine.  The  year  was  1902—1903.  I  went  as 
Thayer  Fellow  in  the  American  School  for  Oriental  Study  and 
Research,  Jerusalem,  Palestine.  The  competitive  written  ex¬ 
amination  for  the  Fellowship,  held  at  various  universities  and 
theological  seminaries,  I  took  at  the  University  of  Chicago 
while  a  student  in  the  university,  in  the  home  of  President 
W.  R.  Harper,  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  J.  M.  P.  Smith. 
The  examination  was  held  on  three  days  in  March  and  in¬ 
cluded  the  following  subjects :  Greek,  2  hrs. ;  Latin,  2  hrs. ; 
German,  1  hr. ;  French,  1  hr. ;  Hebrew,  iy2,  hrs. ;  History,  2  hrs. ; 
Geography,  iy2  hrs.;  Archaeology  and  Epigraphy,  1  y2  hrs.; 
Syriac;  and  Arabic.  The  papers  set  at  the  examination,  with 
the  exception  of  those  on  the  two  last  named  subjects,  are  pub¬ 
lished  in  full  in  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology,  Second 
Series,  Supplement  to  Volume  VI,  1902,  pages  190-197. 

The  following  is  a  paragraph  from  an  official  statement  by 
the  director  of  the  school  in  Jerusalem,  Professor  George  A. 
Barton:  “While  in  the  school  Mr.  DeLong  made  under  my 
direction  a  critical  interpretation  of  the  book  of  Judges,  and  of 
most  of  the  inscriptions  (Moabite,  Phoenician,  Punic,  Neo- 
Punic,  Ancient  Hebrew  and  Samaritan,  Aramaic,  Nabatean, 
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Sinaitic  and  Palmyrene)  in  Lidzbarski’s  Nordsemitische  Epi- 
graphik.  He  also  pursued  special  studies  in  the  archaeological 
history  of  the  city  Jerusalem,  and  in  Palestinean  and  Egyptian 
topography.  In  connection  with  his  study  of  the  Book  of 
Judges  he  collated  the  Greek  text  of  Judges  and  Ruth  in  a 
twelfth  century  manuscript  in  the  library  of  the  Greek  Patri¬ 
arch  in  Jerusalem.  Under  a  native  teacher  Mr.  DeLong  pur¬ 
sued  studies  in  colloquial  Arabic,  in  which  he  made  great 
progress.”
